OWEN' SOUND, Oct. 11.— In one of 
the worst gales that has swept the 
upper lakes, the steamship Athabasca, 
of the Canadian Pacific licet, ran 
here on Flower Pot Island, at the 
head of the Bruce Peninsula, last 
night. She is In a serious position, 
with Iter bow upon a Hat rock and the 
main part of tlie ship afloat In about 
fifteen fathoms of water. There Is 
about four feet of water in her hold. 

The first news of the wreck was re- 
ceived at the Canadian Pacific railway 
steamship office hero at 10:30 this 
morning in a wire from Tobermory. 
The flagship of the licet, the Assinl- 
trrlved here at 12:10 noon, four 
hours late, and brought in word of the 
disaster. The Athabasca was sighted 
in distress on Flower Pot Island about 
(!: 30 this morning, and the AssinLboia 
got within a short distance of her. Ow- 
ing to the terrible sea it wits thought 
unwise to attempt any assistance. It 
was also feared that if she were pulled 
I off she might sink. Conversation with 
' j a megaphone was carried on between 
the two vessels, hut with much diffi- 
culty, owing to the high wind. 

The Assinlboia was rushed through 
to Owen Sound with all possible speed 
and preparations tire being made to 
send relief to the wrecked vessel. 

The Athabasca left Owen Sound yes- 
terday at 1:80 o'clock with a fair list 
of passengers and large cargo. 

Flower Pot Island is eighty miles 
from Owen Sound, and It Is thought 
the Athabasca ran ashore about seven 
o'clock last evening in a blinding Snow 
storm raging about that' time. Officers 
of the Assinlboia report that the bow 
Is high up on a flat rock, and within 
200 feet of the lighthouse. The island 
Is within a half mile, of the regular 
course of the C. P. R. steamers. An- 
other theory advanced is that the boat 
became disabled and drifted ashore. 
The storm yesterday was so serious 
that the big liner Assinlboia lay in be- 
hind Detour for four hours before en- 
tering Lake Huron. There Is no anx- 
iety felt about the passengers and 
crew, as In any case they are safe. 

The Athabasca is one of the finest 
passenger and freight carriers on the 
Great hakes. She Is 270 'feet long, and 
was built on the Clyde, Scotland, and 
brought to this country In 1SS5, to- \ 
gether with the steamers Alberta and ; 
Algoma, the hitter of which 
wrecked tlie following year with great 
loss of lire The Athabasca is in com- 
mand of Captain Alexander Brown, 
who Is considered one of the most 
capable captains on the hikes. 

At 3:30 o'clock this afternoon a 
statement was given out that all the 
passengers of the Athabasca were 
safely aboard the .Manitoba, which took 
them from their perlllous position. The 
Manitoba is due at Owen Sound to- 
morrow. 

The tug Harrison, owned by John 
Harrison & Sons, left this afternoon to 
the relief of the Athabasca at Flower 
Pot Island, and will be followed bv the 
C. P. R. liner Alberta. The latter 
steamer is getting up steam in readi- 
ness, but has not been finally ordered 
out as yet. 

The Athabasca has an especially 
heavy cargo of freight on board. .The 
bow of the big liner Is high and dry 
on the flat rocky shore of the Island, 
between 50 and 60 feet of her length 
being out of water. In the opinion of 
the officers of the C. P. R. steamer As- 
sinlboia, who saw her this morning, 
thi' Athabasca will be saved unless the. 
wind changes. Should the wind come 
from the north it is "likely the .big liner 
will I..- driven to pieces on the rocks. 
In any event she wfll be seriously 
damaged, and will probably be thrown 
at of commission for the year. The

from the tree? or shall we follow the 
ideal of Sir John A. Macdonald, -who 
foresaw and predicted a cordial and 
healthy alliance with the mother 
country by which Canada would be- 
come a powerful nation owing alleg- 
iance to the British Sovereign, and 
Hag and maintaining the advantage 
of connection with the greatest em- 
pire of the world. Surely it is the lat- 
ter idea that today is being realized, 
and witli it may there come to our 
people an increasing appreciation of 
the value of British citizenship. 

"The house of commons last session 
hi j down a certain policy touching 
n val defence in which both political 
parties were united. Jt may not have, 
satisfied the aspirations of all Con- 
servatives, but it seemed our bounded 
duty to place. If possible, above the 
limits of partisan strife which has 
'for many years governed both poli- 
tical parties in Great Britain with re- 
spect to foreign relations. How the 
present administration will work out 
the policy which was outlined bv tho 
resolution to which I have alluded re- 
mains to be seen. One governing prin- 
cipal at least should control, namely 
that out of our own materials, by our 
own labor and by the instructed skill 
of our own people, any necessary 
provision for our naval defenses 
should be made, so fur as mav be rea- 
sonably possible. 

"In speaking of the necessitv of 
provision for self defence I absolutely 
disclaim the suggestion that I am ac- 
tuated by any militarist sentiment. No 
one more thoroughly believes in every 
possible effort to maintain peace, but: 
any nation may he called upon to de- I 
fend itself even in these latter days. 
An objection which has been both 
privately and publicly put forward is 
the probability that the establish- 1 
ment of a Canadian naval force will j 
be attended with all the corruption,; 
and mismanagement which have left 
their degrading mark upon the ad- 
ministration of public affairs 
In certain great- departmental 
of the government (hiring recent years, i 
.The criticism is not without weight. 
It emphasizes the necessitv of a more I 
vigilant and enlightened public opln- : 
Ion in respect to such matters. I think 
that the administration of naval affairs! 
In Great Britain, for the past fifty] 
years at least, has been without scan- 
dal and reproach. Mistakes may have 
been made and policies entered upon 
have been afterwards abandoned, but 
there has been good faith and stralght- 
forward dealing throughout. 

"May we not trust that public opin- 
ion in Canada will at least in this case 
exact from those In power a strict and 
unfaltering adherence to economy ef- 
ficiency and honesty of administration 
Wherever else the trail or the grafter- 
may be seen, let it be absent from the. 
undertaking of any great department 
which Is called upon to solve the vital 
problem id' defending our coasts und- : 
protecting our commerce. 

"It is not my intention tonight ten 
review the struggle of a year ago, ot- 
to embark upon a discussion of policy 
or to enter into detailed criticism of 
the administration. Two years ago In 
this city 1 laid down what I conceived 



to be a reasonable and progressive pol- 
icy for the Conservative party. Public 
opinion, not only of the party but of 
the country, ratified that policy to such 
an extent that the present government 
has made the pretence at least of 
adopting many of its provisions either 
In whole or in part. 

"As the leader of the party in fed- 
eral a H airs I laid down the programme 
upon my own Initiative after consulta- 
tion with my many friends throughout 
Canada, and in default of its formu- 
lation by representative convention. 
The calling of such a convention has 
been before our minds and under our 
consideration for nearly four years. 
The time has now come when tills im- 
portant step should he no longer de- 
layed, and I am glad to announce that 
during tho year 11110 we expect to hold 
a great •convention of the 'Liberal-Con- 
servative party of Canada, thoroughly 
representative not only of every prov- 
ince but of every Important 'district 
within each province. Great questions 
will -crane before the convention for 
consideration and determination. These 
will include not only great questions 
of policy, but matters touching tho 
thoroughly effective organization of the 
party, and It Is not too much to say 
that the result oif the next general 
elections, which may be held even ear- 
lier than wo now expect, will depend 
upon the enthusiasm and vigor with 
which the Conservatives of Canada 
unite In making ttie convention the 
splendid success I believe Jt will ho."

C. P. R. Agent Finds Prospect That 
Prairie Wheat Yiold Will 
Exceed Estimates

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WINNIPEG, Oct. 14.— General Grain 
Agent Acheson, of the C. P. R., put the 
final polish to Western optimism this 
morning. If there is one man who 
knows the grain situation it Is he, and 
his knowledge Is based on accurate re- 
ports furnished by men all over the 
Western grain Holds. 

Mr. Acheson's special note of cheer- 
fulness is that grain, and particularly 
wheat, is running from the separator 
spouts in streams that surpass even 
the expectations of the largest estim- 
ators. The grain agent figured up the 
acreage under crop last August, and 
estimated the yield at 122,000.000 bush- 
els of wheat. He thinks he Is not far 
out, and if anything', perhaps a little 
under. With wheat selling close to the 
dollar mark, this will moan the circu- 
lation of nearly $120,000,000 for the 
wheat alone. 

"We estimated the yield of wheat In 
Manitoba at 15 bushels to the acre," 
ho said. "Saskatchewan 17 bushels to 
the acre, and Alberta 20 bushels to the 
acre. I will show you the actual re- 
ports wo have received. You will see 
that in Manitoba the wheat Is running 
from 17 to 25 bushels to the acre 011 
the average. In the vicinity of Moose 
Jaw 25 to 30 bushels to the acre. 
Around Swift Current the same. Cut 
through Alberta from 27 to 35 bushels 
to the aero. Here is one place, Pineher 
Creole, where wheat is running 45 
bushels to the acre." 

Discussing the- movement of the 
crop, Mr. Acheson stated that the new 
double track at the. head or the lakes 
enabled the C 1'. R. to whip the long 

Wheat trains back to the west in a 



hurry. In consequence of this, and de- 
spite the great extent of the crop, they 
had not received a single complaint of 
car shortage, this fall. Thero had not 
been a hint of blockade anywhere, lie 
said the company had sent hundreds 
of cars Into the West, with additional 
locomotives, and that the staff of 
trainmen iiad been Increased for the. 
grain rush by perhaps one-third.

LONDON, Oct, II.— During the. de- 
bates In the House ot Commons on 
the Development Hill Hord Robert 
Cecil gave an agreeable example of 
Cecillan temper ami politeness. The 
Chancellor of the Exchequer assured 
him that he had given a promise to 
do a certain thing. "What does it 
matter whether you make a promise 
or not," sneered Lord Robert. It was 
very insulting, but it required some 
little persuasion and the picture of an 
unpleasant scene in the house before 
he could be Induced to apologize. 
There was an adjournment of the 
grand committee for luncheon, but 
some members who thought them- 
selves essential to the committee had 
their luncheons brought In.

The chairman, Sir Brynmor Jones, 
confessed that there was nothing In 
the standing orders forbidding smok- 
ing, but he Induced the captain to lay 
aside his pipe until the next meeting, 
when, if he chose to raise the ques- 
tion, he would give a decision, having 
fortified himself by consultation with 
the authorities.

NEW YORK, Oct. 14.— The Globe 
this afternoon prints a copy of the 
affidavit made by Edwin N. Barrill, 
who accompanied Dr. Cook at the 
time he announced his reaching the 
summit of Mount McKlnley. The 
affidavit was made before a notary 
public at Tacoma, Washington, on 
October, 1908, and lias just been re- 
ceived in Now York. Barrill's affi- 
davit states in effect that he was the 
only person present with Dr. Cook on 
the -elate when he claims to have 
reached the summit, and that the 
nearest point to the summit reached 
was at least fourteen miles distant 
from the summit ot the mountain, 
the elevation at no time exceeding 
ten thousand feet. 

Barrill's affidavit also brings into 
question a number ot the photo- 
graphs which Dr. Cook has given as 
representing the summit and other 
high altitudes of Mount McKlnley 

Karrill's affidavit say. at the out- 
set that he was born i n Buffalo In 
1864, and now resides at Darby, Mont. 
He says 'he was tin- only person pro- 
sent with Dr. Cook when he claims 
tojiavo reached the summit of Mount 
McKlnley, and that lie is the party 
referred to as "Barrill," or "Edward 
Barrill," in Dr. Cook's book entitled 
"To the Top of the Continent," bear- 
ing upon tile expedition t,, Mount 
McKlnley. 

Ho details his first meeting with 
Dr. Cook at .Missoula, where the lat- 
ter was accompanied by Prut'. Par- 
ker, of Columbia University, R \y 
Porter, and others of the organiza- 
tion. Tiie organization of the Mount 
-McKlnley expedition Is explained the 
members consisting of Erod Prints -i 
guide, Belmore Drown, an artist and 
naturalist, of Tacoma, Walter Miller 
a photographer of Seattle, Samuei 
Bercher, who acted as cook for the 
party, and Barrill. The party saI i e ,i 
from Seattle, May 17, 1906. ' 

Barrill recounts that at the start 
of the trip la- prepared to keep an 
exact diary, and sots forth that "this 
diary, marked Exhibit A, attached to 
the affidavit, is a pocket diary kent 
by me during all the time that Dr 
Cook and I were together near .Mount 
McKlnley, and the same is a truth- 
ful record, with the exception of Hie 
entries ami changes made by -no 
therein under the orders of Dr. Cook" 
The diary referred to by Bsrrll] as 
attached to the affidavit is now 'in 
possession of the New York Globe. 
Dr. Cook's Reply 
ATLANTIC CITY. N. J„ Oct. 14.— 
Expressing astonishment at the state- 
ment of Edward Barrill, Dr. Cook to- 
day maintained that he had ascended 
to the summit of Mount McKlrtlay 
and added further that if an expedi- 
tion will follow the route- he took 
they will find that there were records 
deposited by him at the summit of 
the mountain. 

Referring to Barrill's sworn state- 
ment, Dr. Cook said to a representa- 
tive of the Associated Press: "I can't 
really understand why Barrill should 
have made such 11 statement as the 
newspapers reprodt if 1,,. was act- 
ing under normal conditions.

Painting Contract Comes Be- 
fore the School 
Board

That the charges made thai the 
paititing contract for the North Ward 
and Central schools was not properly 
carried out by the successful tenderer, 
A, E. Lewis, and that favoritism was 
shown in the execution of the con- 
tract, are not correct, was the gist of 
the report which trustees George 
Jay and A. R McNeill brought down 
at last night's meeting of tho board 
of school trustees. The committee 
was appointed to investigate follow- 
ing the communication of c. H. Tito, 
managoi- of the firm of (', H, Tito & 
Co., in which It was stated that ho 
had refrained from tendering as it 
was the opinion of most of the paint- 
ing trade that to live up to the speci- 
fications and secure the work would be 
a practical Impossibility. Mr. Ti.te 
stated that as Trustee Staneland ad- 
vised the inspector, .Mr. Falrey, that 
one coat would do where two wore 
specified, and two where three were 
called for, this would look as If favor- 
itism had been shown by one of tho 
members of the board. Mr. Tite 
stilted that had he secured the . eon- 
tract Mr. Staneland would certainly 
have insisted that he (Mr. Tite) 
should live up to the specifications as 
he does not purchase his .paints from 
the Staneland company, 11s Mr. Lewis 
docs, and furthermore, for a school 
trustee to have goods specified lor 
school work, which his firm are sole 
agents for, does not improve matters 
at the present time. Mr. Tite sug- 
gested that an architect or outside In- 
spector he appointed and that goods 
which do not have to be purchased 
through only the Staneland company 
be specified and the board would then 
get good honest competition. 

Committee's Roport. 
As a result of the communication 
the committee was appointed and its 
report presented at last night's meet- 
ing was as follows: 

Your committee appointed to Inves- 
tigate the Lewis painting contract, beg 
to report: 

Witli regard to the roof of the Cen- 
tral school, we find, upon, full Inves- 
tigation, that the roof was in sucli a 
condition from want of repair, that it 
was agreed by Trustees Staneland and 
Mr. Fnirey that the application of 
two coats of paint by hand painting 
was not feasible and would only tend 
to further damage the same, and it 
was arranged by them that the paint 
should he applied by swabs. Tho re- 
sult being that about twice the quan- 
tity of paint was actually used on the 
roof than would have been consumed 
in applying the coat by hand, and that 
the extra material used more than off- 
set any saving to the ' contractor for 
labor. 

As to work in the North Ward 
school we find the. walls in the cloak 
rooms were in better condition than 
those in the class rooms and that the 
inspector considered that in these 
rooms two coats were rpiite sufficient 
and that the saving to the contractor 
by reason of the application of onlv 
two coats in these rooms was of such 
a small amount as to not be worth 
consideration. 
We may add that In our opinion 
the inspector reported these

"The sense of permanency in your 
scheme of nation building is what 
has impressed me most." Thus Sir 
Percy J. Fltzpatrick, a noted South 
African who arrived here yesterday 
afternoon, 5 summarizes his views on 
the Dominion,,' which. lie Is now seeing 
fur the itrit time, flwfii 

"The tone and atmosphere of your 
homes, the homes .themselves, show 
that they are ndt being built with 
any idea of ' temporary residence. 
Winnipeg and Vancouver are striking 
examples of what I want to convey," 
said Sir Percy. "I of course was im- 
pressed by the immensity of the 
country, but 1 was impressed more 
by the solidity of the manner in which 
you are building up the Dominion." 

"You In Canada are combining 
keenness of business qualities with 
an intense patriotic feeling. One can- 
not but help feeling that you have a 
wonderful future, and you are going 
tho right way about contributing to 
Its achievement. 

"In my present tour I have travel- 
led over 13,000 miles, and only once 
— at Madeira — was I off British soil. 
Everywhere I have found a keen 
spirit of Imperialism, a loyalty to the 
old flag which bodes well for tin; 
British race. The fervor with which 
the National Anthem was sung at the 
banquet which I attended in Vancou- 
ver carried me in imagination back 
to the heart of the Empire where 
they sing It with no greater feeling. 
And it is the same throughout Can- 
ada. Indeed, In every part of the 
Empire I have visited the inhabitants 
tire loyal to the. core." 

Asked for his Impressions of British 
Columbia, Sir Percy said that he was 
surprised at tho great waste going on 
in the land clearing operations and 
the cutting down of timber. "Why," 
said he, "when you cut down your 
trees, do you leave anywhere from 
four feet to ten feet standing? It 
seems to me a safe assumption that 
an average of six feet is left stand- 
ing of every tree cut in the province. 
Do you know what that means - .' It 
means that you are wantonly wasting 
10 per cent, of your lumber supply. 
You are actually throwing away one- 
tenth of the wonderful timber wealth 
with which nature has endowed this 
province. If this continues, beforo 
you can carry out any scheme of 
reforestation, you will have exhausted 
your supplies." 

Talking of the timber resources of 
tin; province, Sir Percy drew atten- 
tion to tin! opening for trade with 
South Africa. "Your sawmills." he 
said, ".should find a large market 
there. We get a certain quantity of 
.Oregon pine, some British Columbia 
fir, but the majority of our supplies 
come from Norway. In South Africa 
we have a big demand for lumber 
such as you have here, and if agents 
of your timber companies would visit 
my country a trade mlgiht easily be 
built up. When I was In Vancouver 
I visited Olio of the large sawmills. 
I saw the trunks going in at 0110 end 
and coming ,out at another in the 
shape of planks. On asking where 
they were being shipped I was told 
South Africa, ' and as I saw them 
stowed away I could not help taking 
off my hat, for I felt that I should 
see them again. 

"As I am going to speak before tho 
Canadian Club tomorrow on South 
African affairs, I would rather say 
nothing about them now." 

Sir Percy, who leaves for Vancou- 
ver tonight on his return east, will 
speak before the Canadian - Club this 
afternoon at 1 o'clock. The luncheon 
will bo held In the Broad street hall.

The vessel was salved by mis- 
sionaries and natives by discing a 
trench three miles long through 
which they were able to get her into 
water of sufficient depth to float. 

Cant. John Knaflich brought his 
command to Puget sound without 
navigating instruments or proper 
stores and with the aid of a crew 
composed of a single seaman and a 
party of four prospectors, who were 
picked up .stranded on the river. The 
passage out was made in 1.1 days and 
without incident in navigating the 
voyage at this season of the year. 

Capt. Knaflich, during the past sum- 
mer accompanied to tho Siberian 
coast the hunting expedition headed 
by Rudolph von Outmann, the Aus- 
trian nobleman, who chartered the 
Norwegian steamer Transit to cover 
Bering sea and the Arctic in scarcli 
of specimens for a Vienna museum. 

Relief furnished the prospectors who 
formed part of the schooner's crew 
on the voyage to Puget sound con- 
stituted an Important feature of the 
spectacular experience of the vessel 
in the north. In an open sail-boat 22 
feet long, a party of three men had 
spent 45 days sailing down the coast 
between Michael and the Kuskokwin 
river, a passage of 3.100 miles. They 
had been ten days without other food 
than fish when the schooner WRS 
reached and were nearly overcome 
with fatigue and thirst. 

Of the party, H. Buckley, of Spo- 
kane, Wash., and Fred Soderberg, of 
.Seattle, had been ill yeara pros- 
pecting for gold in the interior of 
Alaska without having made a visit 
out to civilization. A small pack of 
furs and a spoonful of nuggets, not 
exceeding $10 in value, was the re- 
turns shown upon arrival lor years of 
hardships and constant search for 
treasure.

Declares for Imperial Defence 

MONTREAL, Oct. 14.— It Is the duty 
of the autonomous dominions of the 
empire to participate in its defense, 
while at the same time conserving 
their initiative as to the nature and 
form of this participation In the naval 
defence of tho empire. 

This was the opinion presented by 
the Legislation committno of the 
Chamber of Commerce to that body at 
a regular meeting yesterday, the re- 
port being unanimously adopted. The 
chamber had received a request from 
the Chamber of Commerce of London 
asking for Its support of tho British 
navy according to plans proposed by 
Admiral Lord Charles Bcreslord, and 
In reply considered it advisable to re- 
iterate 'the above sentiments which 
had been presented and approved at 
the Inst congress of the Chambers of 
Commerce of tho empire.

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MR. OLIVER'S OMISSION 

A contemporary tells us that we 
were mistaken in saying that "the 
scheme of connecting- Vancouver Island 
by rail hns been omitted from the de- 
velopment programme o£ the Liberal 
party." That is not what wo said, but 
our contemporary intended to convey 
what we did not say, so we «hall not 
trouble about verbal criticism. We 
did not say that a railway over Bute 
Inlet did not form a part of the Lib- 
eral programme, but only that while 
Mr. Oliver mentioned with approval 
the granting by the Dominion of a 
subsidy for such a line, he carefully 
refrained from Including it in the 
list of lines, which he said the pro- 
vince ought to assist. As our report 
of what Mr. Oliver said was taken 
from our contemporary's own columns 
we think we may assume that it did 
him no injustice. 

The omission is a very serious one. 
Mr. Oliver is ready to aid a railway 
from Vancouver to Fort George. The 
Coloinlst believes that such a lino 
would be of very great importance, 
and has frequently said so. British 
Columbia needs a north and south 
line. The great area between the 
Canadian Pacific and the Grand 
Trunk Pacific ought to be opened by 
rail. The commercial centres in tho 
Southwestern part of the province 
ought to have the shortest possible 
connection with the Northeastern part 
of the province, wherein are situated 
the fertile lands of the Peace Ttivor 
valley and groat areas of metaliferous 
rocks and gravel. "We feel very sure 
that if any company were ready to 
begin work on such a line it could 
approach the government with confi- 
dence for reasonable assistance. But 
such a railway would lie incom- 
plete; it'; would not commend 
itself to the favor of the 
people of ■ Vancouver Island; it 
would not serve tho purposes which it 
ought to serve unless it were connec- 
ted with Vancouver Island at some 
central point as well as with Van- 
couver city. It would fall to be of 
full commercial value unless it reach- 
ed the coast, so as to provide the 
shortest way to the great ocean ports 
on this Island. Its industrial ad- 
vantages would not be fully realized 
if it did not reach the heart of the 
great British Columbia timber region. 
Therefore, while the Colonist i.s pre- 
pared to support, when the time 
comes, a railway from Vancouver to 
Fort George, it will make its support 
conditional upon the inclusion in such 
an undertaking of a line to Vancou- 
ver Island at some central point. In 
otfher words, the line must have two 
coast termini. 

Our objection to what Mr. Oliver 
said in announcing his policy i.s that 
ho does not provide for what we re- 
gard as an essential feature of the 
project to a part of which he gives his 
support. in making this objection, 
wo are confident that we have behind 
us every voter on Vancouver Island. 
We confess to surprise that Mr. Oliver 
did not know that t ho construction 
of such a railway I.s earnestly looked 
for by all the people of this Island, 
or, if he knew it. that he chose to ig- 
nore it in his railway programme. 

THE CANADIAN~cTuB. 

Tho executive of the Canadian Club 
is to be congratulated upon having se- 
cured a room where Sir Percy Fitz- 
gerald can he entertained at luncheon 
today. It would have been a matter of 
much regret if so distinguished a gen- 
tlemaji could not have been shown the 
courtesies of the club, and if its mem- 
bers could not have had the opportun- 
ity of hearing an address from him. 

The executive has during the past 
year had a trying experience In pro- 
viding for the club's luncheons, No 
effort has been spared, and every 
available course has been tried. That 
accommodation hns been secured for 
tho luncheon Is due to conditions which 
have only existed for a short time. The 
hotels do not care to provide the 
luncheons; and the reasons are right 
on the surface of the facts. They are 
not in position to do so. Even at a 
dollar a plate, the price paid at the 
Empress, on more than one occasion, 
the margin of profit to the 
hotel is so small that it does 
not pny tor the interruption of the 
regular business. No one could pos- 
sibly be more accommodating that Mr. 
Mumble, of the Empress, has always 
been, but it would be exceedingly un- 
reasonable) to expect him to disturb the 
regular routine of his business, in- 
commode hi." guests, and impose an 
extra amount of labor upon his staff 
whenever the Canadian Club notified 
him that it wished to have an indell- 
nlto number or people take a special 
lunclwin at the hotel. The Einpross 



is first of all, an hotel for tho accomo- 
dation of tho travelling public. It has 
a reputation to maintain as such, and 
no manager, however anxious to oblige, 
ought to be expected to act as caterer 
to the Canadian Club or any other or- 
ganization.

Another plan would 
be to wear her photograph quite large 
and conspicuously displayed. These 
suggestions are respectfully submitted 
to those in whose hands Is vested the 
determination of such questions. No 
man would daro do more than sug- 
gest. 



ORATORY. 

A very great many people asked 
the Colonist yesterday what it 
thought of Bryan as a speaker. « e 
endeavored yesterday morning to des- 
cribe his style of oratory, but this did 
not seem to meet the question that 
was on many lips. To answer it one 
ought first to consider what oratory 
Is. It is not mere fluency; It is not 
mere pyrotechnics; it is not vivid Im- 
agery alone; it is, not simply ornate- 
language. Archbishop Whatley in his 
work on Rhetoric, which every s tu " 
dent ought to read, dellnes the object 
of rhetoric to be conviction. When 
Whately spoke of rhetoric he meant 
what we usually mean when we speak 
of oratory. The definition seems a 
good one. Therefore, before we make 
up our minds as to the achievement 
of a speaker, we ought to ask cur- 
selves in the very first place what he 
alms to do, for an orator will adapt 
his methods to the purpose which he 
hopes to accomplish. Next we ought 
to consider the nature of the themo 
discussed, for it is evident that one 
subject may properly be approached 
in one way and another in another. 
>fext we ought to consider the audi- 
ence, for no argument is necessary to 
show that much of tho force of ora- 
tory is in the mind of the hearers. 
Lastly we should judge up the result. 
Now what did Mr. Bryan aim at do- 
ing? He told his hearers at the out- 
set that he hoped to be able so to pre- 
sent a religious theme that it would 
make an impression upon the hearts 
of some of those who heard him. The 
theme was one that did not lend it 
self to lightness of treatment; the few 
humorous touches being only intended 
to he restful to tho audience. The 
audience was presumably favorably 
disposed to the speaker, therefore it 
was policy to address it in terms of 
conciliation. He hoped to reach the 
hearts of the hearers through their in 
telligence, therefore he did not appeal 
tu their emotions. Now what was the 
rosult? A large audience composed 
of old and young, of men and women, 
of professing Christians and of per 
sons who are largely indifferent to re 
liglous things, sat for an hour and a 
half without an individual leaving tho 
theatre, listened to every word that 
was said, applauded such of the points 
as were calculated to Invite applause, 
and gave the speaker an ovation when 
he sat down. We venture to say that 
his remarks very profoundly impress- 
ed the majority of those who heard 
him. Is it really necessary to ask If 
a man who could accomplish what he 
accomplished is an orator'.' Are we 
not hound to concede that In Its way, 
his speech was very nearly the per- 
fection of oratory? We are express- 
ing no opinion as to what he could 
do with another theme. All we are 
doing is to endeavor to assist some 
of those who hoard .Mr. Bryan to form 
a conclusion for themselves, not as to 
his merit as u speaker, for that is of 
no particular importance, hut as to 
oratory in general, for there Is no sub- 
ject upon which there is a wider dif- 
ference of opinion.

A very largely attended business 
meeting Of the W. C. T. U. was held 
yesterday afternoon at the King's 
JJaugliters' rooms on Fort street, tit 
\v.nlch the principal business was to 
make arrangements for the future or 
the mission formerly conducted on 
1'ates street but which Ik now In tem- 
porary quarters on Biistlon street. After 
the usual devotional exercises,. Airs. F. 
Andrews gave ;i report of the commit- 
too that had been appointed to put the 
rooms; In lit condition for the accommo- 
dation of the men who needed help. The 
report was adopted and the outlay au- 
thorized. The mission for the -present 
is in charge of Miss Bowers, assisted 
by Mr. Stevenson. 

The secretary, Mr. Sherburn, reported 
that no answer had been received to the 
letter sent to the former committee aslt" 
ins the members to reconsider their 
resignation. 

Mrs. Kk id thru rose to malte an ex- 
planation. .She spoke with evident emo- 
tion, and said that no member of the 
committee was weary of the work, but 
all tell its need more strongly than ever. 
She considered that the plan of making 
the building which It was proposed to 
purchase, the headquarters for the W. 
C. T. U. had spoiled the plan. The old 
mission hoard felt that when other 
members were appointed to complete the 
business they had begun they were set 
aside. 

.Mrs, liordon Uranl objected to l his 
criticism of the act ion of the Union, 
and said that this was not a report 
from the committee. The objection was 
sustained by the president, but the con- 
sent of the meeting Having been asked, 
Airs. l''ield was allowed to continue. 

She felt that the society had not con" 
sldered the work of the mission of as 
great importance as those Immediately 
engaged in It believed It to be. The 
sum subscribed towards It by the Union 
itself had not been large though Indi- 
vidual members had helped liberally. 
She felt that the Idea that the build- 
ing must finance itself was wrong. When 
the rates streot building was taken 
many felt that the undertaking was loo 
great but it had not only prospered but 
there was ?5U0 In the bank to Its credit. 

-Mrs. Field then proposed that the W. 
C. T. U. give up the mission and allow 
it to be conducted as a city mission. 
If that were done she was confident 
that it would prosper and that a suitable 
building would be secured. She was 
sure the work was God's work and that 
sho could secure the needed funds. 

Mrs. Gordon Grant did not think that 
the success of this work depended on 
any single woman nor even on a larger 
number. The work would not die be- 
cause the old committee bad given ic 
up valuable as their services were. There 
were other women to take their places, 
and she moved that "inasmuch as the 
-Mission Hall Board have verbally re- 
ported that they will not reconsider 
their resignation, the president nominate 
a permanent commute,- for the carry- 
ing on the AY. C. T. U. ' mission in the 
city." 

Mrs, Dixon seconded the motion. 

.Mrs. Andrews spoke of the exhorta- 
tion of Frances Willard to set up their 
banners. The work o" the mission was 
the work of the Union and that body 
had not lost the confidence of the pub- 
lic. The mission would not fall through 
and must not be given up. 

Mrs. Mitchell spoke with regret of the 
stand taken by the committee and 
pleaded for union and clmrlty. 

.Mrs. Wm. (.'.rant expressed her deep 
sorrow at the resignation of the com- 
mittee. She said that the society had 
always valued the work done by the 
mission and were ready nnd glad to 
hear the reports. Rut the W. C. T. U.

J. Harvey, Mrs. Tito and others 
spoke in favor of the resolution and

Your letter of Sept. 22nd was 
read before the W. C. T. U. meeting 
on Thursday and heard with deep re- 
gret by all present. The ten ladles 
mentioned in the resignation have 
always had the full confidence of the 
\V. C. T. rj„ and at all times and in 
all places have been spoken of only 
in words of praise and commenda- 
tion. 

The Union regrets that the Board 
has so misunderstood them as to 
give the reason assigned, and there- 
fore ask the board to reconsider their 
resignation and continue in their 
work. Jloiiing for a favorable reply, 
S. O. Sherburn. 

It was moved that the names of 
Mrs. Wm. Grant and Mrs. Gould be 
added to tho finance committee ap- 
pointed to 'secure ways and means 
for a new building, which now con- 
sists of Mesdames Gordon, Grant, 
Willlscroft, Lee, Johns. Ward, Bralke, 
Wellwood, Brown, Wm. Grant, Gould. 

The matter of the $1 00 promised 
towards the Woman's building In 
lieu of work at the Fall Fair was 
considered, it was proposed to buy 
members tickets and resolved to 
make enquiries as to what time thev 
should be purchased to ensure tho 
holders a vote on the Agricultural 
Board next autumn. 

The proceedings- were then brought 
to a close in the usual way.

Until the board of school trustees 
has secured further Information re- 
garding tlie matter the resolution of 
Trustee Christie that a supervising 
principal be appointed for both the 
boys' and girls' central schools, such 
principal not to have a class of his 
own, but to give model lessons wher- 
ever he considers it necessary, will not 
be acted upon; Instead, the matter 
will be allowed to rest until the special 
committee, composed of Trustees Jay, 
Riddell, and Christie, with the super- 
intendent E. B. Paul, investigates and 
reports to the board. 

This decision was arrived at at last 
night's meeting of tin- board, at which 
there was a full attendance. Trustee 
Christie's resolution, which was con- 
sidered at a previous meeting, had 
been passed, but last night, on the mo- 
tion of Trust,-,- .Mrs. 'Jenkins, the re- 
solution was reconsidered, with the re- 
sult that it was decided to have the 
committee go fully into the question 
before definite action is taken. 

Miss Williams Objects. 
Relative to the question, a lengthy 
communication from .Miss Williams, 
principal of the girls' central school! 
was read. Miss Williams stated that, 
while tlie personal element did not en- 
ter into her tl gilts at all, still she 

believed that ii would have been better 
if the board, ln-fore deciding to appoint 
a supervising principal, had obtained 
tho opinion of herself and the othor 
women teachers In the city. A largo 
majority of parents, .Miss Williams ar- 
gued, are influenced by tin- considera- 
tion that their girl.-: will bo taught by 
women at the girls' central school, and 
so strongly do some parents feel on 
this subject that, to appoint a male 
principal will have tin- effect of de- 
priving these girls of the benefit of frco 
education, as the parents will take 
away their children. The separation 
of- the .girls' central school under fe- 
male management has boon a great 
attraction to several new residents who 
have come to reside here for that very 
reason. The proposal of the board, 
Miss Williams maintained, would bo 
viewed by a large number of parents 
with great distaste. There were three 
objections which might be urged 
against the appointment of a malo 
supervising principal: First, the ac- 
tual want of experience of any male 
principal to deal with the subject: 
secondly, tho well-founded distaste oft 
many of the public entitled to tho ad- 
vantage of free education for their 
girl;;; and thirdly, the difficulties at- 
tending supervision which must un- 
doubtedly arise between Ihe female 
teachers and the male superintendent. 
No Assistance. 
Miss Williams believed that it could 
not bo expected that a male superin- 
tendent would be of assistance in the 
many questions which, In the course 
of the conduct of tlie school, arise, and 
Which are now dealt with by the pres- 



ent teachers, many of them Involving 
an experience which a male superin- 
tendent would entirely lack. Miss 
Williams believed the reason given for 
the appointment of a supervising prin- 
cipal, that a principal cannot teach and 
at the same time give proper attention 
to the superintendence of the school, 
to be incorrect. The administrative 
work occupies but a few minutes each 
day where, as is the case at the girls' 
central school, there are experienced 
teachers, and discipline Is maintained. 
Save in Victoria and New "Westminster 
there is.no place in British Columbia 
whore a separate system for girls and 
boys' tuition prevails, but the practice 
here has proved to be an attraction to 
those who come to the city to live. 
Miss Williams believed that she and 
her fellow workers could point with 
pride to the results achieved under the 
present system, which ought to be con- 
tinued. 

■Mrs. Jenkins urged that the resolu- 
tion be reconsidered. It had been 
passed when some of the members of 
the board had 'been absent and the 
matter .was one of such Importance 
that the' whole board should have been 
given an opportunity of discussing it. 
She hoped that so radical a step would 
not be taken. The superintendent had 
not been asked for his opinion and he 
should have been asked his opinion. 

Trustee Christie mildly objected to 
the matter being re-opened once ihe 
board had decided to make the change 
but Trustee Jay ruled that Mrs. Jen- 
kins' motion to reconsider was in or- 
der. 

Parents Like Present System. 

Mrs. Jenkins was ready to admit that 
the principle obtains elsewhere of hav- 
ing supervising principals, but she 
doubted if the time had arrived for its 
introduction in Victoria. Many par- 
ents appreciate the present arrange- 
ment whereby they can place their 
girls under the control of female 
teachers. 

Trustee Riddell suggested that the 
whole -matter be referred to a commit- 
tee to be considered and that tho com- 
mittee report back to the board. This 
was finally decided upon but not be- 
fore Trustee McNeill took occasion to 
criticize Miss Williams' communica- 
tion which he declared was a reflection 
on the mixed staffs of the other city 
schools which, as a imatter of fact, are 
p.s capable as that of the Gills' Cen- 
tral and their work as efficiently done. 
He had -been Informed that Miss Wil- 
liams had been busy canvassing for 
opinions and enlisting support for her 
side of tho question. As a matter of 
fact her communication -was not her 
own but smacked too much of the 
legal mind. It might be that -many 
parents sent their girls to the Girls' 
Central, but if that were the case it 
was news to him. Children are sup- 
posed to attend the school in their 
section of the city. Indeed he knew 
that many girls had left the Girls' 
Central school to attend the mixed 
schools. .Miss Williams also claimed 
that a male teacher Is not capable of 
supervising girls' classes. If such be 
the case male teachers are not capable 
i„ teach in the other city schools, but 
as a matter of fact they are doing it 
and doing it well, and the other schools 
are just its popular and just as effi- 
cient as the Girls' Central. Ho ven- 
tured to say that if a vote were taken 
on the point there would be found a 
majority in favor of making the Girls' 
Central school a. mixed school. The 
statement that there would bo trouble 
between the malo supervisor and the 
female teachers was not correct. Why 
had there not been trouble in the staffs 
of the other schools? 

Trustee Mcintosh declared that Miss 
Williams' letter was an insult to the 
board. If the separate school princi-, 
pal was the proper one then the other 
schools are being improperly conduct- 
ed. It. had been stilted that the board 
is taking this step to give a certain 
teacher the position. Personally he had 
no knowledge as to who would be given 
the position. 

Finally Trustee RIddell's motion that 
a committee be appointed carried.

A special effort is being mado to 
carry the Victoria Musical Society's 
programme through to a successful 
issue. Upon the result of this effort 
depend.* not only the carrying out of 
this year's programme, but the far 
larger and more important question as 
to whether artists of repute will visit 
Victoria in Hie future. The movements 
in America of the world's great artists 
are controlled in New York, and tho 
men there who arrange the tours will 
not enter into speculative contracts, 
but demand substantial guarantees. It 
has only been through the great enter- 
prise and willing gratuitous work of 
the committee of tlie musical society 
that Victorians have had the oppor- 
tunity of listening to such artists as 
Nordlca, Gadskl, Paderewski, Kubellk, 
Withorspoon, Gogorza, and the other 
celebrities during the past three or 
four years. If they are forced to 
abandon their work this year through 
lack of financial support it is absolute- 
ly certain that no artist of world re- 
pute will visit here for some years to 
come. 

This year's programme is more, 
ambitious than anything yet attempted 
by the society. The engagement of the 
New York Symphony orchestra, with 
(HI performers and a vocal quartette 
under the leadership of "Walter Dam- 
resell, is one of more than usual mag- 
nitude. For tills reason it was found 
Imperative to increase the rates of the 
best seats. Tlie subscription rates for 
tills year are $5, $7.50, and $10 for the 
course of tour concerts, including 
Mine. Jomelll Marie Nicholls, and 
Magdalene Worden on Monday week, 
Hamlin In Novomber, Kreisler, the 
greatest living violinist, in December, 
and the Nov/ York Symphony Orches- 
tra in May. Even with full houses at 
these rates it will be difficult for the 
society to pay expenses, and unless a 
sum of ?^,000 is subscribed by Mon- 
day tlie whole course will have to be 
abandoned. 

Mrs. Dunsmulr and Mr. Flumerfolt 
have subscribed for boxes for the sea- 
son, and many prominent citizens have 
taken season tickets, but there is still 
tho $2,000 required, and all those who 
desire the work of the society to con- 
tinue arc earnestly requested to place 
their names on the list without delay. 

Mr. J. S. H. Matson, 011 hearing of 
the musical society's difficulty very 
generously put his name down for $100.

Of late many allusions to "Household 
Science" have been made. But Is there 
really any such science and If there 
is ought women to study it? Has riot 
this old world gone on Us way for these 
many centuries without women know- 
ing much of the why and' the wherefore 
of the operations of cooking and clean- 
ing or of the more important work of 
rearing children? In millions of homes 
men and women have lived 'happily to- 
gether and children have grown up to 
honored and useful manhood and 
womanhood where the mothers know 
nothing bf the values of food products 
and were blissfully ignorant of mic- 
robes and their effect upon human life. 
Why then should women concern 
themselves with the principles which 
underlie the sanitation of their homes 
or the composition of tho food they 
place upon their table or give to their 
child ren? 

In answer to these questions it may 
•be said that as long as there Is sick- 
ness and suffering in the world, us 
long as children die in Infancy, us long 
as there Is the waste which causes 
poverty, us long as Ignorance Is the 
purent of vice it Is the duty of women 
to study those principles upon which 
health, physical and moral, depend. 

This does not mean that all women 
must gain a knowledge of the many 
sciences which lie at the bottom of the 
duties which a housewife must under- 
take, hut it does mean that some, wo- 
men should study them and that all 
ought to have an intelligent working 
knowledge of what is required for the 
health and comfort of the household 
und the up-bringing of children. 

It is this which Justifies the intro- 
duction of cooking and sewing classes 
Into our primary schools. Even there 
girls can learn the value of cleanli- 
ness and something of the reason why 
one dish Is wholesome and another 
unlit for food. 

But this foundation should be built 
upon as the girls grow older, and they 
should be taught to avoid the mistakes 
which for generations have brought 
disease Into tho world and caused 
waste of life and of the resources of 
the nation. Hut there are many who 
contend that in women's colleges 
much more should be attempted than 
this. Degrees in domestic science 
should be given. A glance at the cur- 
riculum of an English college in which 
home science is taught shows that the 
woman who graduates from It must 
be learned indeed. In order to under- 
stand the selection and preparation of 
foods, chemistry must be studied, 
sanitary science opens up a whole 
range of subjects, but one Is almost 
afraid to go on through a course, that 
embraces economics, bacteriology and 
biology, and then we are told by a 
writer in the "National Review": 

"When the use of all the above 
courses has been studied and consider- 
ed, there still remains untouched the 
subject which most closely concerns 
the women of Britain — the training 
and up-bringing of the child. If we 
remember that out of ten women at 
least seven or eight nre necessarily 
concerned with the up-bringing of 
children, either their own or those con- 
fided to them by others, it will be seen 
of what deep"-, national importance Is 
the study by women of the scientific 
principles underlying the up-bringing 
of the child livery child Which is 
born to the nation is, throughout the 
first nine years of its development — 
physical, mental und moral— almost 
wholly confided to the can; of women. 
And these lirst nine years are all-im- 
portant and fully justify the saying 
of ilie Jesuits, "Give us the training 
of the child for Its first. nine years, and 
afterwards you may do what you like 
with it." It is not Incredible that 
women have not yet been taught as 
a necessary part of education how 
much help science can give them in the 
I great task which' is given into their 
I hands?" 

I It will easily be seen that the woman 
I who desires to obtain a degree in 
"home science." must not only be a 
I diligent student but possess mentul 
| powers of no common order. Yet wo- 
men have shown that they are not 
wanting in ability to acquire knowledge 
and surely no learning is more valua- 
ble to them than that which will tend 
to make their own homes and those 
of tlie nation happier and better.

Children are allowed to tear up papers 
and they as well as their elders think 
It no shame to ullow weeds to grow by 
tho fences and rubbish to accumulate 
in empty lots. Even on the boule- 
vards scraps of paper and parings of 
fruit aro not infrequently carelessly 
thrown. It would bo different for u 
city such as Victoria is, with a much 
fuller treasury to keep Us stroets In 
perfect order without tho co-operation 
of the citizens. We take a very justi- 
fluble pride in calling Victoria a city 
of homes. But we must remember 
that It is much easier to keep a city 
in order where tho buildings are close 
together than one where, the houses 
tire separated by wide spaces. The 
owners of homes could, with compara- 
tively little trouble, keep the side- 
walks in front of their premises In 
order. It only requires co-operation 
between neighbors to make the short 
streets quite as attractive, If not more 
so, than the longer thoroughfares un- 
der the cure of the civic authorities. 
This is something in which the 
mothers can help. They have in- 
fluence with the children and the 
greatest Interest in the neatness and 
beauty of their homes. The teachers, 
too. though they cannot keep an over- 
sight of children after they leave 
school can do something to create in 
them a feeling of civic pride which will 
prevent them from defacing fences or 
buildings or scattering rubbish on the 
streets. This is quite well worth do- 
ing. All classes of citizens should re- 
solve that before next summer the 
whole city shall be In perfect order 
and now that the fall rains alternate 
With bright days is an excellent time 
to begin the clearing up process. 

The statement made by Mrs. Char- 
lotte H. Muckay on behalf of the Equul 
Franchise Society of the United States 
Is admirable in its tone. There la 
nothing in her presentation of tho 
cause of wowan suffrage to create Ir- 
ritation or needless opposition. Nor 
is there any sign of the antagonism 
to men which is so objectionable in 
the utterances of those women who de- 
sire tu enter the political arena. Her 
utterance Is one that is worthy of a 
body of Christian women and as such 
wll obtuln fair consideration even from 
those who do not sympathize with her 
cause. it Is to be hoped .that Mrs 
Muckay speaks not only for her so- 
ciety hut for the women both of the 
United States and Canada. It would 
be lamentable if ull the women of tho 
Anglo-Saxon race who think they 
ought to have a voice In the choice of 
the country's legislators were to adopt 
the course of conduct followed by some 
of their fellow workers in Great 
Britain.

can and English smartness. She also 
had her sons clothed In comfortable 
sailor suits and her two daughters, the 
present Queen of Norwaj and the 
Princess Victoria, wen- allowed to 
wear the loose woollen Jerseys which 
are now so much worn by schoolgirls. 



Dr. Eliot on Education 

The following from the New York 
Times gives what tho late president of 
Harvard thinks most essential for the 
training of the young: 

"The aims Dr. Eliot sets tor the 
educator are efficiency, a.nd service. The 
problem to be solved is how to render 
the young capable of doing, and how- 
to guide and Inspire them to do, in 
their several ways, all that they can 
to serve their kind. Among the means 
of solution o:f this problem he attaches 
much Importance to the body, and 
(much, also, to the best attainable 
knowledge of the physical world in 
which we live; and us to this latter 
he emphasises not merely the material 
consequence — which is very great — but 
the Influence of knowledge and lovo of 
nature upon the character and the In- 
tellect. In the treatment of this .phase 
of his subject Dr. Eliot shows the de- 
elded Influence of that school of 
thought in New England of which 
Emerson was the unquestioned leader, 
though with no pretension to leader- 
ship und a pronounced aversion to 
anything like a 'school.' It is an In- 
spiration a little out of fashion now, 
hut its results in Dr. Eliot's case are, 
to use an adjective also out of fashion, 
but with a good meaning of Its own. 
fine. 

"The necessary basis of efficiency Is 
the will, and the will, In Dr. Eliot's 
judgment, should receive the most 
careful training, and the care should 
be directed to the adjustment of liber- 
ty and responsibility. He has little re- 
spect — he has, indeed, a hearty scorn — 
for that 'discipline' of the will which 
consists In the Imposition of another's 
will, be the other teacher or purent. 
The object he avows Is to evolve and 
educate and Inspire the will of the 
young so that they will freely do that 
which Is best. This Involves the evoca- 
tion of the sense of responsibility, and 
on that he lays great stress. 

"The natural means of bringing hu- 
man beings to a sense of responsibility 
— tho means which Nature lias applied 
to the adults of the race from the be- 
ginning — is to leave them or force 
them to endure the consequence of 
their own acts. But there are mani- 
fest limitations to the application of 
this rude method to the young. It 
can be applied more and more with 
the passing years, but at every stage 
It bus its perils — as when a boy of, 
say, eighteen, is permitted to elect a 
course of study attractive to his un- 
tutored mind, which may ,be quite un- 
suited to his real capacity, to the 
attainment of serious results which 
somewhat apparently arbitrary guid- 
ance might make possible. 

"It Is, however, unquestionable that 
the greatest possible liberty consistent 
with adequate sense of responsibility 
is not only desirable, but essential. Dr. 
Eliot would aid in the reaching' of this 
Ideal combination by the early, sys- 
tematic, and persistent cultivation in 
tho minds of the young of the Idea of 
service. And this Is ol the utmost 
consequence. The mere habit of con- 
sidering, not one's self alone, but one's 
self as a member of a 'family, a group, 
a class, it community, a race, is brottd- 
enlng and steadying. It Is a natural 
corrective and prophylactic to narrow- 
ness and meanness and to most of the 
forms of human folly. Dr. Eliot is a 
living and eminent example of its ex- 
cellent effect. . ■ : £

Women and Work 

Professor W. 1. Thomas, writing In 
the September American Magazine, 
claims that women are better when 
they work. He says: 

"But I do not contend that women 
sihould go Into the occupations, so 
much, because the occupations need 
them, though that is also true, as 
because of the need women have of 
occupations. No one Is altogether 
either male or female. The life of 
men and women corresponds more 
than It differs. There Is no mentul 
function absent in either sex. The 
occupations represents modes In 
which the mind expresses itself. 
They, are in the moral Held of Will, 
of experience, of practice, and of 
concrete purpose. In this sense work 
is not a duty but a right. Society 
muy not only claim service from the 
individual, but the Individual may 
claim the right to service. 

"At present the strain on women, 
e.ven in the well-to-do families, is in- 
tolerable. Their Isolation, the trivir 
ality of their interests and their de- 
pendence on thi' will of another make 
them nervous and intensely personal, 
and merely to relieve the tension, if 
for nothing else, they should prepare 
themselves for an occupation which 
they can practice before marriage, 
continue to practice if they do not 
enter marriage, which they may in- 
termit In those Intervals ' when' the 
child is helpless, and which tihey can 
resume when the child is adult and 
departed. Such a preparation would 
not only overcome their feelings of 
dependence, but would tend to make 
their choice in marriage more ration- 
al. And I do not think tlie Ideals of 
eugenics can he realized until woman 
is us free as man In tlie choice of a 
mate."

"Long Live Modern School 
Indignation in Other 
Countries 



BARCELONA, Oct. 14.— Prof. Fran- 
cisco Ferrer died with the cry: "Long; 
live the modern school" upon his Hps 

This and other brief details of yes- 
terday's execution of the convicted 
revolutionist escaped the censorship 
today. Though he rerused their 'min- 
istrations two priests of the Order 
of Peace and Charity followed Ferrer 
to the ditch where he was shot, mur- 
muring prayers for him. 

To a request that his eyc3 should 
not bo bandaged, General Escerln re- 
plied: "A traitor has no right to look 
upon the faces of soldiers." 

Ferrer refused to kneel and, stand- 
ing erect as the rilles were turned upon 
him, exclaimed: "Aim straight I Long 
live the modern school!" 

Italy Indignant. 

ROME, Oct. 14.— Indignation meet- 
ings aro being- held throughout Italy 
today in consequence of yesterday's 
events at Barcelona. In this city the 
protest against the execution of Ferrer 
has brought business almost to a 
standstill. Workmen generally have 
abandoned their- employment.. No 
street cars are being operated and 
cabs and automobiles remain ut their 
stations with no one to take them out. 
The whole normal ,ife of the city Is 
Interrupted. Among the masses tho 
feeling grows turbulent, as the people 
attribute the execution of the revolu- 
tionist to reactionism, Vatican Influ- 
ence and Jesuit support. 

The Spanish and Austrian embassies 
and the Vatican aro closely guarded 
by 'troops and It is thought that the 
measures adopted by the police and 
military authorities will prevent seri- 
ous trouble. 



PEOPLE FLOCK TO 

REVOLUTIONISTS 

NEW ORLEANS, La., Oct. 14.— A 
special to the Times-Democrat from 
Blueflelds, Nicaragua, by wireless, via 
Colon, says: "The revolution headed 
by General Juan Jestrado against 
President Zelaya has aroused tho en- 



tire country and seems to be sweeping 
the republic. Everywhere the people 
are reported to be Hocking to tho 
armies of the revolutionists. From 
the interior comes. news that the revo- 
lutionists have seized Rivas and also 
that Corrlnne, tho seaport on the Pa- 
cific, has declared for the revolution- 
ists and has overthrown tho govern- 
ment. 

"News from Greytown today Is that 
there was some lighting there Tues- 
day, beforo the city was taken by the 
revolutionists. Colonel Ugarte, at tho 
head of a force of several hundred 
revolutionists, arrived at Greytown be- 
fore tho main body of the Insurgents, 
under General Chamorro Estrada. Col. 
Ugarte called upon the garrison to sur- 
render, but was met with a volley. His 
men returned the fire autl after a fig/lit 
rushed the garrison and captured It 
and then took possession of the town 
with no further disturbance. 

"In the lighting there were some fa- 
talities, several men being- killed on 
either side and a number wounded. 
Upon the arrival at Greytown later In 
the evonlng of Tuesday of the main 
body under General Chamorro Estrada, 
the entire forces left for the Interior to 
attack the fortified town of Castillo." 



FIFTEEN DEATHS 

IN CI GAR TOWN 

KEY WEST, l"la„ Oct. 14.— Mrs. 
Pheme Thompson Pinner and her in- 
fant daughter died here yesterday from 
injui les received during the storm. 
This, with the loss of the crew of 
twelve of the tug Sybil, wrecked at 
Nahia Honda, and of Timekeeper 
Maurphye, drowned at Marathon, 
brings the total death list to 15. 

The British schooner Pleroma ar- 
rived here yesterday, bringing tho 
crew of the schooner Florence R. Hew- 
son, which was so badly wrecked by 
the storm that she was abandoned fcy 
her crew when she became water- 
logged. The schooner encountered the 
storm otll Havana, a bout 25 .miles 
Her decks were swept clean and her 
rigging carried away. Finally, when 
all hope of saving the vessel was gone, 
the crow embarked in small boats, 
managing to keep afloat until picked 
up by the Pleroma. The Pleroma was 
anchored when she encountered the 
storm off Marquise. Two .if her an- 
chors were carried away and she was 
otherwise damaged. 

Both crews escaped but tell harrow- 
ing stories of hardships suffered. Ad- 
ditional details from the Florida Keys 
tell hi' great damage to the Key West 
I Extension Railroad.

BANK 0F~B^°La1\ID 

RAISES ITS RATE 

Depletion of Reserve and Foreign Gold 
Needs Raise Minimum Rate of 
Bank to Four Per Cent, 



LONDON, Oct. 14. — The governors 
of the Bank of England today raised 
tho minimum rate of discount from 3 
to 4 per cent. 

The depletion of the reserve, the con- 
tinued foreign gold requirements and 
the gradual hardening of private dis- 
count rates had tho anticipated effect 
on the discount rate which was put up 
to rour per cent. This morning tho 
amount of reserve is nearly $5000 below 
last week, while t lie demands for the 
metal abroad, especially from lOgypt and 
Argentina, shows no signs of abatement. 
The high' rate, however, Is also directed 
against Germany and America. A large 
amount of American financial paper al- 
ready has been placed here and ft Is an- 
ticipated tiiat tlie United States will 
shortly be in a position to withdraw 
gold to the rurther disturbance of the 
Dondon money market. In Germany, 
speculation made money extremely tight 
and an expansion of German demands 
for gold is looked for. In some quar- 
ters there Is doubt If the four per cent, 
rate will attract sufficient gold to build 
up the reserve as well as to meet future 
demands from Europe and America, so 
the market would not be surprised If a 
mgner rate Is imposed. Today's ad- 
vance was so confidently anticipated 
that It had little ort'ect on tho stock 
exchange whore tho feeling was rather 
one of relief.

Oct. 14.— Tho Mexi- 
can authorities Issued orders yester- 
day closing every saloon In Cludad 
Juarez, opposite El Paso, from tomor- 
row noon, fivo hours before tho arrival 
of President Diaz, until Sunday morn- 
ing, ten hours after he leaves. This 
was done, It Is explained, as a precau- 
tionary measure for the protection of 
Presidents Taft and Diaz during their 
meeting here. The federal authorities 
in Ciudad Juarez also Issued an order 
forbidding the discharge of fireworks 
of any character and forbidding crowds 
to stand close to the reviewing stands.

STORMS CAUSED 



Several Hundred Lives Lost at 
Foochow — Maori King 
a Total Wreck 



Much damage has been caused off 
tho China coast by recent typhoons, 
fears being felt for H. M. S. Clio, u 
Sister ship of the lost Condor, for 
some dayb, she arriving at Hongkong 
after collision with the steamer rising 
Shun a lew days before the Monteagle 
sailed. The steamer Maori King, 
over Which there was so much litiga- 
tion at Shanghai, was totally wrecked 
on Longhuushe Island, Chusan group, 
and broke up, the after portion sink- 
ing in 13 fathoms. The wreck was 
due to returning to the Island to land 
a dead Chinaman whose shipmates 
threatened to mutiny when a sea bur- 
ial was suggested, the vessel being 
1 liven ashore- when anchored oil 
the i.Mand. The ship's company es- 
caped in the boats and made their 
way to NlnSPO In junks. At Foochow 
South China, several hundred junks, 
lighters and sampans foundered, with 
much loss of life, probably over 300 
being drowned. .Near Pakoda 60 were 
drowned. 

The North China Dally News says: 
"Further particulars to hand with 
regard to the Maori King, which ran 
ashore on the 17th inst., on Longhu- 
asho island, Chusan group, are to the 
elfeet that the vessel has broken in 
two, and that the after portion has 
sunk In 13 fathoms ot water, while 
the forward part rests on the rocks. 
It Is possible that pu'rt of her cargo 
may be salved, though only her masts 
ana funnel are visible above water. 
The tenders Victoria and Samson were 
dispatched) to the scene of the wreck 
on Sunday, with salvage gear supplied 
by the Shanghai Dock and Engineer- 
ing Co., Ltd., consisting of a boiler 
and two pumps. The salvage crew 
Included the usual native artificers and 
European superintendents. 

"No lives were lost as a result of 
the accident, and Capt. Stringer and 
the officers and crew arrived in Shang- 
hai yesterday morning by the C, N, S. 
Yingchow. When the accident oc- 
curred, the Maori King was on a voy- 
age from Chinwanfao to Hongkong 
with a cargo of coal. When passing 
through the Chusan group on the 17th 
Inst., the death occurred of one of the 
Chinese crew, and as the other mem- 
bers of the crew objected to the body 
being hurled at sen. the vessel put 
into Longhuasho and anchored there 
to land the body. As the ship was 
putting out again, she struck a sub- 
merged rock, which tore a large hoje 
in her forward hold, and she Immei.'- 
atcly began tu sink. The officers and 
crew secured junks and proceeded to 
Ningpo, reaching their destination 
without further mishap."

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U. S, Revenue Officer, Who Ar- 
rived on Monteagle, Talks 
of Smuggling in Islands 



After many months of fighting, often 
at risk of life, to repress opium smug- 
gling and gun-running in the southern 
Philippines with headquarters at Cebu, 
J. Evans, of the United States revenue 
service, readied Victoria yesterday on 
board the steamer Monteagle. He stat- 
ed, that the smuggling ot opium since 
the sale and manufacture In the isl- 
ands had been forbidden had been ex- 
tensive and a vast amount of contra- 
band was being run owing to the high 
price to which the Illicit drug had been 
boosted owing to the restrictive meas- 
ures. Opium noW sells for $12 a 
tael, about 37 V4 grammes, that Is, In 
the IslandH, and the profits to ibe made 
have induced many smugglers to en- 
gage in the trade. There have been 
a number of Important captures, 
though, the .biggest being the seizure 
recently at Manila of ?20,000 worth of 
opium landed secreted in shafting of 
machinery and the hollow drum of 
a winch consigned to the Parcels Min- 
ing company, two Americans, Louis T. 
Grany and William Kennedy, having 
been arrested and were undergoing 
trial for smuggling when lie left Manila. 
The opium would probably never have 
been found but for the Chinese for 
whom It was smuggled having tipped 
the revenue officers when they failed 
to secure the drug for less than what 
those who ran it for them had paid 
for It. The Chinese. In effect, had 
"double-crossed" the smugglers, think- 
ing to blackmail them Into giving up 
the smuggled opium for less than what 
it cost. 

Sandakan in Borneo is the head- 
quarters of the illicit gun-running 
trade and many modern rilles are land- 
ed In luggers and small prahus on the 
southern islands of the Philippines, 
the Moros being good customers of the 
arm smugglers. The Moros are well 
supplied with good rifles by the smug- 
glers, each weapon bringing from 300 
to 500 pesos, a profit which lias induced 
many adventurers to engage in the 
business. Wolf, an Irishman, formerly 
chief of police at Sandakan, was one 
of the chief gun-runners, but he was 
killed by Jikiri, the outlaw, whose 
stronghold was stormed and he and 
his band annihilated some months ago. 
Many remain, however, to carry on the 
work. 

The Philippines Assembly baulks the 
efforts to put down the contraband 
business. The revenue officers have 
only an old Spanish gunboat, one of 
the small vessels captured during the 
war, an out-of-date little tub which 
steams about seven knots and can 
scarcely overhaul a prahu to combat 
the gun-running and smuggling which 
flourishes owing to the unique advan- 
tages given the smuggler and gun- 
runner among the many hundreds of 
small islands of the group. 

■ Efforts have been made again arid 
again to secure an appropriation for 
three fast cruisers for revenue service, 
but the Philippines Assembly has al- 
ways been able to successfully prevent 
the passing of an appropriation for this 
purpose. The Filipinos on the whole 
are far from loyal, ho says. There will 
be no Insurrection ot consequence, 
though, owing to the .manner in which 
the United States has control of the 
islands, but there will be sporadic out- 
breaks. 

■ "Do you know that when a band 
concert takes place in Manila by a na- 
tive band, instead of ending the pro- 
gramme with the Star Spangled Ban- 
ner, the Filipinos play Aguinaldo's 
march, and all come to attention and 
all take off their hats." 

Speaking of his work on board the 
Monteagle, Mr. Evans said: "Our dis- 
trict Is a big one. VVe have to cover 
the territory from Cebu to Borneo. 
There are so many islands, hundreds 
of them, small arid large, and many 
smugglers ply their trade, as well as 
many gun-runners. Sandakan Is the 
headquarters of the trade, but Hong- 
kong sends out a great deal of contra- 
band opium, and there have been a 
number of important captures of late. 
In Cebu and Manila the work of the 
revenue officers is made up a groat 
deal of breaking into Chinese estab- 
lishments, of smashing down barricad- 
ed doors. We have had many fights. 
The natives baulk the work In every 
possible way and it is far from pleas- 
ant. 



Manilla by native bands, It Is a com- 
mon thing to end the programme, not 
by playing the 'Star Spangled Ban- 
ner," but by playing' the Filipino 
march, composed for Agumaldo, and 
the natives draw themselves up to at- 
tention, take off their huts, and salute. 

One of tho seizures of opium made 
at Cebu was !)6 cans of dope witch 
Look Clmu, a Chines*, was smugghng. 
This- was brought from Hongkong to 
Manila on the steamer Erroll, and In 
August last it was lauded, the .-au- 
thorities being eluded. The revenue 
officers kept watch, though, and when 
the smuggler was trytag to dispose of 
the opium to Filipino lie was arrested. 
He was lined 10,000 pesos and sentenc- 
ed to five years' Imprisonment. He 
lias appealed, and the appeal is pend- 
ing. 

"Some of the contraband runners are 
adventurers pure and simple. Wolf, 
the Irishman who was killed by Jlkirl 
while trading on Jolo, was a man who 
came of a good family, and was chief 
of police for some time at Sandakan. 
He built the jail there. Afterward he 
got a lugger and was one of the chief 
of t.nose engaged in the contraband 
trade. H» succeeded hi eluding the 
revenue officers, but lost his life when 
dealing with the Moros, being shot by 
Jlk;vi. perhaps with one of the rifles 
ho had 'run' for the outlaws."

James Ashworth had gone Into the 
mines that morning and he would also 
be able to throw some light on the 
cause of the explosion. 

The coroner could see no objection 
to the adjournment. 

Mr. Moffat, father of Andrew Mof- 
tfatt who was killed in the explosion, 
expressed regret that some of the pa- 
pers had undertaken to state the ex- 
act cause of the explosion, nnd . to 
blame certain men In the mine.

"There have been a number of big 
seizures of late, one being made on the 
steamer Kalfong, running between 
Hongkong and Cebu Just before I left. 
The biggest of the seizures, though, 
was made at Manila when $20,000 
worth of dope was found In cases of 
machinery, hidden In hollow shafting 
nnd in the Interior of the drum of a 
winch, part of a big shipment of ma- 
chinery consigned to the Parcels 
Dredging and Mining company, a 
prominent firm engaged In mining in 
the islands. The drum of the winch 
held a great deal of cocaine as well as 
opium. Since the punishment of the 
opium smoker and the forbidding of 
the landing of opium the drug has 
greatly advanced in price and it was 
expected that big profits would have 
been had from this shipment, but the 
Chinese for whom it was being; run 
tried to hold up the smugglers and get 
the opium for less than cost price un- 
der threats of Informing. They 
'double-crossed' the smugglers, and the 
revenue officers 'from information re- 
ceived' seized the shipment. Louis T. 
Grant and William Kennedy, who were 
arrested, are still on trial. 

"The Moros, the lighting tribesmen 
to the south, Mohammedans, arc kept 
well supplied with good rifles which 
lire a 30-30 bullet, a firearm equal to 
the military rifle, The revenue officers 
have a busy time, but have little op- 
portunity to take proper repressive 
measures. A large number of small 
craft, are engaged, luggers and prahus 
which get arms from Borneo and 
CInapore, mostly from Sandakan In 
Borneo. Often tin innocent looking 
prahu loaded with vegetables or other 
unwarliko looking cargo when over- 
hauled Is found to have layers oil rifles 
secreted away beneath the cargo. 

"The work is adventurous, and we 
have had many stirring incidents. 
There is a great deal of antl- American 
feeling all through the Vlscayas. I do 
not think there Is any .foundation tor 
the stories that the sentiment against 
tho Americans Is being stirred up by 
Japanese agents. An far as I coulll 
learn, there is no ground for Iht'EQ al- 
legations. " 

"Do you think there will be- another 
Insurrection?" he was asKcd.

TIM PRICES 



Raising of Discount Rate Fails 
to Materially Affect 
Market 



NEW YORK, Oct. 14. — The upturn of 
prices of stocks continued today on a 
diminishing volume of business, but ex- 
panding in ft buoyant upshoot In I he 
last hour. There ,wus a considerable de_ 
mand from an uncovered short interest. 
The buying under cover seemed to be 
prompted to a large extent by tin; per- 
ception that tho rise in the Bank of 
UJngland discount rate was of small ef- 
fect on the securities market owing to 
the clearness with which it had been 
foreshadowed in the action of tho pri- 
vate discount rate. The Importance anil 
significance of the advance were not 
lost Bight of In the calmness with which 
tho action was accepted by the stock 
market. , f 

The quick consequence of the rl e of 
a full one per cent., following an a I- 
vance of n half per c ut. il week ago, 
and bringing the rate to lour per cent., 
must be accepted ns evidence of abnor- 
mal conditions. The English hank's ac- 
tion Is to some extent :i reply to the 
recent similar double rise In the Ger- 
man bank rate, which was clearly desig- 
nated to attract gold to the Berlin 
money market. Today there were fur- 
ther withdrawals of gold, making It 
doubtful whether even the present rato 
will be sufficient for the protection of 
the London gold supply. Advices from 
London today pointed to the possibility 
of an early additional advance. That 
these measures ore directed in an espe- 
cial degree against American borrowers 
is asserted in London dispatches. 

Previous liquidation evidently had 
served to relieve t tie local money mar- 
Icet so far that room was left for re- 
covery in prices. U. S. Steel was vigor- 
ously strong. The strength of Union 
I'aclflo effectively supplementing that 
of U. S. Steel, had a sustaining Influ- 
ence. The announcement of the absorp- 
tion of (lie control of the M. K. T. in- 
terest of the Hawley andR Rock Island 
parlies suggested some re-alignment of 
the railroad affiliations. Tin: various 
elections to nil vacancies left by the 
death of E. 11. Harrlman pointed to the 
dissolution of some of the projects at- 
tributed to tho late financier. Selling 
of New York Central was explained on 
this ground. The special strength of 
union Faciric was unaffected by the 
evident purpose to maintain the pres- 
ent control, and by the failure of con- 
tinuation of new representation In that 
centre. Western Union enjoyed the 
laments of the good annual report. 

The professional element in the spec- 
ulation was inclined to light the early 
advances in prices, nnd tho necessities 
they created for themselves in that way

Since the year 1901 
these duties have been considerably 
augmented, and are progressive in the 
double sense that they increase with 
the amount inherited and with tho re- 
moteness of the relationship between 
the testator and , the beneficiary.

$400 or under to 20 % per cent in tho 
case of estates valued at over $10,- 
000,000. M. Cochery now proposes to

Work of French Agitators Among 
Conscripto Subversive of 
Disoiplino 

PATHS, Oct. 14. — The offorts of the 
anti-militarists to obtain a real hold 
over tho young conscripts are a matter 
of common knowledge, and though 
they aro rarely attended with success, 
Hlnco nearly every Frenchman Is at 
heart a soldier, they are from time to 
time made evident, as at Macon, when 
the regimental colors wero found soiled 
and torn. 

The Temps regrets the days when, 
under tho Influence of Gnmbetta and 
tho memory of 1S70, the army was re- 
garded as (above all party politics. 
Now. however, the army has become n 
battlefield for tho two extreme parties 
in France, and the Temps compares an 
appeal to the conscripts by the notori- 
ous anti-militarist paper, La Guerre 
Soclnle, with manifestoes posted in 
Bordeaux, for which , the extremo 
Clericals, it says, must be held respon- 
sible." 

Tho anti-militarist appeal, with as- 
tounding impudence, calls on tho young 
conscripts to form revolutionary sec- 
tions in their companies and regi- 
ments, "such as already exist In cer- 
tain fortresses on the eastern frontier. 
These sections, though autonomous, 
are in relation with one another, and 
turni a force which, on the day whorl 
our government droams of war abroad 
or at home, will rise and declare that 
they are not alone, and must bo reck- 
oned with." 

The Bordeaux poster, on the other 
hand, calls on Roman Catholic fathers 
of families to appoint formally the gnr- 
rlson chaplain as correspondent for 
their sons, so that they may receive 
remittances from home through him. 
Another manifesto, addressed to tho 
conscripts themselves, bids them have 
all their correspondence addressed, 
"care of the chaplain." 

These posters are, the Temps points 
out, a direct incentive to breaches of 
discipline, since by the military regula- 
tions soldiers are forbidden to recelvo 
anything through any other person 
than the quartermaster. It is clear, 
says the Temps, that the object of both 
the unti-militarlst nnd tho Clerical 
manifestoes is to remove the men as 
far as possible from the influence of 
their superior officers. "It is the sub- 
stitution for an education intended to 
produce unity, through a common 
sentiment of patriotic duty, of another 
education which can only tend to in- 
crease the divisions that trouble the 
country." 



Opium in France 

PARIS. Oct. 14.— Opium is commit- 
ting ravages among ofllcers and men 
in the naval ports, and now the In- 
translgeant comes out with a doleful 
tale of the addiction of students In tho 
Latin quarter to morphine. It says 
that the young m«n who have yielded 
to the Inlltience of the morphino habit 
are not content to satisfy this unwhole- 
some craving In solitude, but must 
needs find "companions, so that whole 
groups are corrupted, and the evil is 
steadily Increasing. Nor is this deplor- 
able weakness limited to the male sex. 
Voting women, as a matter of fact, 
have set the bad example in tho Quar- 
ter and tho men have followed suit. 
Tho J ntrnnsigeant calls on the police 
to keep a sharp eye on the establish- 
ments of various chemists who, as it 
alleges, dispense morphino on tho 
strength of prescriptions which aro 
manifestly •concocted. It is to be hoped 
that there Is considerable exaggera- 
tion In these assertions, but as the at- 
tention of the authorities Is being called 
to the matter It ought to be possible 
to form a tolerably clear idea of the 
true state of things when the schools 
reassemble this fall and the Later 
Quarter Is Itself again. 



Wm. O'Brien's Plans 

DUBLIN, Oct. 14.— The Dally Sinn 
hem announces that Mr. William 
O'Brien proposes to re-enter the field 
of Irish politics. It thinks that, while 
not declaring himself a Sinn Felner, 
Mr. O'Brien will find himself largely 
In sympathy with the ofliclal policv o'f 
the Sinn Fein party. The same paper 
stated "on reliable authority" that a 
general election will take place in 
January next, following the resignation 
of the present government. Irelund 
will have seventh place In the new Lib- 
eral programme, which will promlso 
"an ameliorative scheme for the srov 
eminent of Ireland." 



Color Blindness Tests 

LONDON, Oct. H.-Tho statement 
published In the British Medical 
Journal that tho methods adopted by 
the board of trade and the British 
railway companies are hopelessly In- 
adequate to detect color blindness 
among railway men is one that sug- 
gests Inquiry and explanation. a, 
serious reflection seems to be made 
on railway companies, which, If sub- 
stantiated, would not bear out tho 
boast that an English railway train 
is the safest place in the world. Dr 
F. .W. Edrldge- Green, who has given 
many years to the study of human 
vision and color blindness, says; "The 
test for color blindness among rall- 
way men Is not legally imperative 
on the railway companies. Nor aro 
shipping companies obliged to huve 
their employees' eyesight tested ex- 
cept In the case of ofllcers and mates. 
Wihat the railway companies do is 
done entirely on their own initiative. 
But while their Intentions are good, 
their methods are Inadequate for 
dealing with an undoubted evil."

BERLIN, Oct. 8.— Bitter resentment 
is expressed in Germany over the pro- 
posal of M. Ilanotaux, former French 
foreign secretary, to augment the Re- 
publican army by drafting 300,000 Al- 
gerian and Tunisian troops into regu- 
lar service, for employment in case of 
emergency on French soil in Europe. 
German commentators point out that 
"French desperation over inability to 
keep paco with Germany's vaulting 
population is intelligible," but that 
most serious objection would bo held 
to any attempt to overcome the dis- 
parity, as far us tho army Is concern- 
ed, by tlie employment of colored sol- 
diers. 

"It Is a German maxim," says the 
frequently Inspired Post, "not to in- 
terfere in the Internal affairs of other 
nations. This proposed reorganization 
of the French army, however, is a mat- 
ter Germany cannot view silently and 
with (folded arms. An Increase In 
French military strength on the basis 
proposed by iM. Jianotaux constitutes 
a future mcnaco to Germany, and one 
we would require to meet with appro- 
priate counter measures. Troops re- 
cruited for France for service south of 
the Mediterranean may do very well 
as 'pioneers of French culture,' but 
they dare not appear as French sol- 
diers on Germany's frontiers. In a 
country whero universal service pre- 
vails protest must bo .raised against a 
project so inimical to civilization. Ger- 
man soldiers would regard It as an 
insult to measure lances against these 
barbarians on well-defined European 
territory."

SAY EARTH IS FLAT 



Zetetio Society's Vagaries — Lady 
Blount, President, Gives Amus- 
ing Lecture 

(LONDON, Oct. 14.— Lady Blount, 
president of the Zetetlc Society — the 
members of which believe in the plane- 
earth or flat-earth theory — delivered a 
lecture at a garden party at Bourne- 
mouth the other afternoon on the sub- 
ject of the present polar controversy. 
Her ladysmlth ridiculed the pretensions 
of both Cook and Peary, as, accord- 
ing to the theories of the earth held 
by Zetetlcs, there was neither a north 
nor a south pole to discover. Her 
ladysmlth here remarked: 
"Alas! for a phantom goal and tho 

globe! tes' fancies rare! 
Alasl for the earth's axial pole. Alas I 
for It isn't there!" 

The only poles which existed, in her 
view, were poles of the heavens and 
poles of the earth, but these wero 
magnetic poles, and not the poles of a 
so-called sphere of land and water. 

Lady Blount stated that she had 
made many experiments to prove in a 
practical manner the truth of her 
theories. The most interesting was in 
1904 on the straight six-mile stretch of 
the Bedford Canal between Bedford 
and Welney bridges. A huge screen 
was suspended close above the water 
at Welney bridge. According to the 
accepted theories of the curvature of 
the earth, this screen — which was fif- 
teen feet squart — should bo nearly li-l 
feet below the line of sight. The cam- 
era, however, not only gave a picture 
of the entire screen, but also of its re- 
flection in the water.
